gress, he.'l in C'lncairo, passed a set of reso- 
lutions that highly tickled some republican 
editors. 
Some southern members of con- 


gress have introduced resolutions in that 
body pro'.iding foi go\ eminent aid to asM.-t 
dissatisfied negroes in establishing them- 
selves iu Atr ca. There is no probability 
that such bills will ever become law, be- 
cause they are opposed by the black race, 
and generally by republicans \vholi\tjin 
svhite states. 
The Chicago resolution was 


aimed at the one in congress. 
The negroes 


in their congress served notice on the 
southern white^ that South Carolina ami 
Georgia were pretty good states alter all, 
and if any white man was dissatisfied the 
government would be a«ked to buy him 
lunch while on his journey to another state. 
And so this is the situation. The whites 
have Miggested that the negroes might 
move, and the-e in turn, true to an inclina- 
tion to imitate, have asked the \vhites to 
mmeout. The humor of all this strikes 
The De.spati'h as ver> rich, and lor once in 
the discussion of the negro problem it 
wears a mask of smiles. 


But let us see what the 
resolutions 


amount to. Taken altogether, they mean 
that the colored man thinks that South 
Carolina is good enough for him. Well, as 
such is the case, republican papers ought 
hereafter make lew noise about the hard 
lot of the negro in the south. 
There may 


have been so ne excuse for Senator Butler's 
bill. 
The senator knew that there was no 


chance for it to pass, but at the same time 
it wasn't a bad idea to locate and identify 
the opposition. The average northern poli- 
tician has been crying out for a long while 
that the Georgia negro's lot was- the most 
deplorable lot on earth. 
1'erhaps Butler 


did well to take some means to show that 
this same negro would not exchange his lot 
for any other that might be offered to him. 
As this wa.s probably his chief purpose the 
Chicago resolutions only emphasized the 
aim of his work. 


But The Despatch thinks it wa.s funny to 


ask the whites to move out. 
Well it might 


be remarked that the white people had not 
put the/nselves in a position to be asked to 
better their condition. They had no agents 
all ovei the north continually prating about 
their m'sjry. 
They had expressed 
no 


very great dissatisfaction with the state of 
Georgia. 
They had not said that it was im- 


possible for them to live in the south. And 
they had never made a plea of their pov- 
erty, which is ordinarily only a petition for 
assistance. We can't say that the Georgia 
negro has done all these things, but the 
northern pa'uiot has done them fot him. 
It may be that this- patriot has acted with- 
out authority; he is in the habit of doing 
just such tricks. But it is certain that this 
politician has left the impression that public 
charity would be the appropriate thing for 
the negro. 
If the colored man feels grieved 


about the matter, let him call in his irre- 
sponsible agents. 


Butler has demonstrated that the negro 


doestot think his position in the south a 
hopeless one. 
Now let the senator intro- 


duce a resolution somewhat similar to the 
la-st one, but making Vermont instead of 
Africa the place of destination. Of course 
the bill will not become a -law, but it may 
pull a choice assortment of masks from the 
heads of some New Englanders.
